The cries of distress assail our
ears from every quarter. Scarcely
& paper reaches us from the North,
from the South, from the East, or
from the West, that does not con-
tain some lamentation adout the
hardness of the times, the scarcity
of mouey, and the decline of com
rierce. Comp.aints of thts kind
have usually proceeded from the
commercial part of the community,
and have been so often reiterated,
that we have sometimes besn dis
posed to think that they were more
imaginary than real; for of all oc
cupations, that of amerchantszems
to be the most difficult in which to
learn, “in whatso:ver statc we are
thercwith to be content.” But the
lamentations of the present period
are not corfined to the mercantiie
class of the community, neither do.
we believe that they are uttered
without cause. QOneuniversalstate
of real distress, we are compelled
tobelieve, pervades our whole ceoun-
try. The moral causes of thisstate

Our intention 1s stmply
to suggest that course of conduct
which we believe will most speedily
and most effectually relie. e cur dis-
tresses.

decrees of the Most High.—This
nation has prospered beyond all o-
thers, it has risen with an unexum
p'ed rapidity to a state of prospuri-
ty. ‘T'he blood which has deluged
the fields of Europe, has fertiiz=d
our soil. F:w indeed have been
the evils which we have suff.zed,
in comparison with those which
have been inflicted upon the nations
of the old world; and yet have not
our crimes and iniquities kept pace
with our prosperity—and are not
they the true causes of our present
distresses! Do notour newspapers
tecm with accounts of murders, rob-
beries, piracies, and every specics
of iniquity? 1Is not our land sull
disgraced by the horrinle traffic 1n
“human flesh? Is the present period
more distinguished for difficultier,
cmbharrassments and distress, than
for supereminent guilt, vice and ni-
quity. Have we not lately witnes-
sed the perpetrati nof crimes which
are new to our country; and have
not offences, which once were rare,
now become so common as to be al-
most daily pcrpetrated? And are
not these things sad proufs of our
diegentracy? And do they not 1n-
voke upon us the wrath of Heaven?
Let us then, if wc wish to remove
the pre:ent distress, avail ourselves
of the only effectual means within
our power. Let us turn from the
‘wickedness of our ‘ways, humble
ourselves before the throne of Al-
mighty God, implore his pardonand
forgiveness, and by the aid of his
. holv Spirir amend whatever has been
amiss in the temper and disposition
of our souls, and then ghal. welcarn
that “Rightcousness exalteth a na-
tion,” and **Blegsed 15 the people
who hath the Lord for ther God.”

Mr. Bagot took occasion to express
for himsclf and for his lady, their
deep sease of theunlooked for com-
pirment which they lad received
from so respectablc a company, and
at the same time his cordial and
lieartfelt acknowledgments for the
hospitable kindness which they had
(to ust his own words, as nearly as
can now be remembered,) invaria-
bly received, from the first hour
that they had touched these shores,
to the present most gratifying mo-
ment, He concluded his short, but
clegant specch of thanks, by say
ing, “Individuaily I wish you every
happiness—nationally, every pros
perity.”

DREADFUL ACCIDENE.
We have just been acquainted,
savs the Moatreal Heraid of May
15 with the melancholy tidings ot
a bateau’s having upset 1n attemp:
ing to cross the ferry trom hence to
La Turtle, by which a number of
persons were drowned.  About tan
o’clock last night, cries of distress
were distinctly heard in the streem
abreast ot the Now Market. which
induced some persons residing in
the neighbourhood to put off, wnen
they succeeded in saving the lives
of three persons, one woman and
two men, all Canadiuns. The men
were in a perfect state of intogica-
tion, but the woman distinctly re-
lates the following distressing par
ticulars, which we hope may be
found exaggerateda. Sne siys that
the batteau left the Old Market fer-
ry about 4 o’clock. PM. and were
upset about 8 or 9 o’clock in the
Saule, St. Louis, that she thinks
there were (men aad women) 60
persons on board, but she is sure
there must have been 40, and that
herself and the two men were the
only persons saved! that she clung
to the bateau after it upset, as did
many others, and that her husband
fell off and perished by her side.
The people, she adds, were country
people. Canadians, and the men in
the bateau had nearly all become in-
toxicated.,” We fear that this re-
lation in its principal facts, will be
found but too true, as we have con-
versed with the woman who appears
in much distress, and is extremely
circumstantial in her story,

We hardly know any subject that
has, for so long a course of time,
taken such a regular journey through
the newspapers, as the notable story
of the Welch Indians, supposed to
exist somewhere in the immensity
of space westward of the Mississip-
pi river. How longit s, precisely
since they were first discovered we
are not able to say; but, from general
recollection, we think the date of
the carliést account of them can-
not be less than fifty or sixty years
Fago. Itis many years since ajudge
Toulmin, 1f we do not mistake his
name, published a long circumstan-
tial story concerning them; aud
and something more or less particu-
1ar appears cvery year or two, just
enough to keep alive public expec-
tation regarding this extraordinary
colony. Within a short time past,
the .subject has been revived, ina
very imposing maunner, by the re-
publication of au article taken from
a0 Almanac, for the year 1787, pur-
porting to be “atrue and faithiul
narrative of the captivity and tra-
vels of Gaptan Isaac Stewart, tak-
en by the Indians near Fort-Pite,
1764.”  This good man haying been

Such is the essence of this story
—and 1t is about as circumstantial,
and creditable, as most of theothers
that we have acen on the same sub

ject. Now we regret very much
that Mr. Stewart, (for he certainly
had it in his power,) did not take
pains to settle the question, at least
of the genuine character of these
parchments. whatevertheir contents
might have been. If they were
written in genuine classical Welch,
the orthography would have deter.
mined the question—that is, if they
had been made up almost exclusive-
ly of consonants, and those of the
most unmanageable descriptien for
any other orzans of speech than
those for whose use the language
was framed, they were indisputably
Welch,

It 1s wonderful that this idle tale
should be perpetuaily rencwed, es-
pecially since the region westof the
Mississippi has been so extensively
explored within a few ycars past vy
our own countrymen not a soul of
whom, 48 we have ever heard, has
farlen in with this curious tribe. It
would furnish matter, not merely
tor a newspaper paragraph, but for
a volume, if the ¢rolis of parchment,’
with the other documents connect-
ed with theirorigin, emigration and
history, together with the traditi-
onary facts which would naturally
be transmitted from generation to
generatron among them, could be
collected and published. Ligtle cre-
dit as we ootain abroad for our lite-
rary character, we venture to say,
that the author of such a work
would have no reason to complain
of the want of patronage in this
country or in Europd,

As the Arkarsas territory -will
probably be furnished with a govern-
ment before long, we hope means
will be adopted, und-r its auspices,
to hunt out these foreigners, and let
the world be at peace thereafter on
such an interesting subject.
